24. (previously presented): A profcecllve covering for a bowHng bag 
comprisng: 

a housing having substantially an equivalent shape to the bowling bag 
and a cavity dimensioned to encompass the bowling bag, the housing 
defined by an upper panel section, a side panel, an opposite second 
side panel, a front panel, a back panel and abeiem-paHel lower 
section: a slot within the upper section aligned over the handle of the 
covered traveling bag. the slot dimensioned to accommodate the 
handle of the covered bowling traveling bag in a telescoped position 
therethrough; at least one opening wittiin the lower section dimensioned 
to accommodate the wheels and/or the stand of the covered traveling 
t>ag; and 

an inlet means providing access for insertion and removal of the traveling bag 
into the cavity of the housing, the inlet means strategically affixed to exterior 
surface of a section of the housing. 

25. (previously presented): The protective covering of claim 24 wherein the Inlet 
means tuither comprises: 
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a releasabte faatening means affixed horizontally across the back panel at an 
intermediate location dividing the back panel into an upper section and a lower 
section; 

the back panel being defined by an adjoined upper edge, an adjoined lower 

edae. a detached sWe edge and a detached opposite side edge; and 

when in the opened position, the upper section being pivoted upward akwigttie 

upper edge and the tower section being pivoted downward along the lower edge. 

whereby the covered bag can be inserted Into and renrroved from the protective 

covering. 

26. (previously presented): The protective covering of claim 24 wherein the inlet 
means further comprises: 

a releasable fastening means affixed vertically across the back panel at 
an intennediate k>catlon divWIng the back panel Into an left seclton and 
a right section;

30. (previously presented): The protective covering of claim 24 vi^herein the 
housing further comprises: 

the first side panel and the opposite second side panel being defined by an upper 
edge, a lower edge, a first side edge and an opposite second side edge; and 
a releasable fastening means affixed to the upper edge, the lower edge, and the 
first side edge of either the first side panel or the opposite second side panel 
such that in an opened position the at least one side panel can pivot backward 
and fonward along the second opposite side edge.
